OT far from Chittenden, Vermont, bor- 
dering the picturesque Green Moun- 
tains, lived a lonely farmer by the name of 
Zephaniah Eddy. Eddy labored long and 
hard at his tasks, trying to wrest a living 
from the barren acres. He had few friends, 
for he hated people and discouraged visits. 


In the early 1840's, Zephaniah, sick of 
his lonesome life, met and soon married a 
winsome and lovely girl named Julia Ma- 
comb, In the town where Julia had been 
born and raised, there had been strange 
rumors concerning this modest girl. Among 
them was that one of her maternal ances- 
tors had been tried for witchcraft in Salem. 


If Zephaniah heard any of these rumors, 
he either paid them no heed. or did not 
understand them. But as Julia began show- 
ing signs of having mediumistic powers, 
Eddy’s eyes began to darken. And Julia be- 
gan to suffer the condemnation of her an- 
cestor of Salem. 


- Her remarkable gift of prophecy and pre- 
science soom became the talk of the state, 
and the very neighbors who condemned her, 
and secretly called her a witch, would, the 


next day, drop in to ask her help in finding _ 


¢ 
lost articles. Julia never failed to comply 
—and always succeeded in finding the ars 
ticles, 


Tt wasn’t until sometime after Julia had 
provided Eddy with a large family that he 
began to notice that all of the children were 
strongly mediumistic, taking after the moth- 
er, It. was then that he suddenly realized 
that there was money in the strange powers 
his children possessed. From then en, the. 
Eddy children were exhibited all over the 
United States and England, 


By 1874 modern spiritualism had caught 
wives, widows, rich, lonely men 
grieving for their departed wives, sought 


solace from the promises made by mediums 
with a wide range of powers and dramatic 
effects. Spiritualism was enjoying the same 
vogue that was later to hit such fads as~ 
Bingo, Technocracy, and the Charlestow 


dance. 


The New York Sun, a particularly alert 
newspaper at the time, decided to find out 
what it was all about, The Eddy children 
were among the most famous mediums in 


_ America and the the Sun selected them for 


their experiments. — 
Boe! ee Be ee 


. In order to give its readers the most un- 
biased and reasonable analysis possible on 
the subject, the Sun engaged a highly- 
esteemed investigator by the name of Col. 
H. S. Olcott. Col. Olcott accepted the com- 
mission and on the evening of May 27, 1874 
arrived at the Eddy farm in Chittenden. 


For Col. Olcott’s edification, the Eddys 
announced an outdoor seance, to be con- 
ducted in a deep ravine through which ran 
a mountain brook. Here, two large, flat 
atones were joined together at the top, form- 
ing a sort of arch and cave underneath, 


Here sat the medium, Horatio Eddy, fae- 
ing the spectators who were seated on rough 
boards laid across large boulders. He sat 

_ inside a erude cabinet on a campstool. Spec- 
tators, including Col. Olcott, examined the 
cabinet to determine if there was anything 
inside hesides the medium, All agreed there 
was nothing else inside. 


All also agreed that, since the far end of 
the cave was tightly closed, no one could 
possibly enter or leave except from the front 
in view of all. There was a brilliant moon 
above, providing excellent illumination. 


The seance began as a hushed silence fell 
over the spectators. Horatio began speaking 
in a low tone to what someone explained 
was a spirit@ntity, Then, as he continued 
speaking, a tall Indian, fully dressed, strode 
forth from the interior of the sealed cave. 
He walked straight to the stream, kneeled, 
and cupping his hands, drank deep from 
the brook in the ancient manner. 


At the same time, another Indian soon 
appeared on the pinnacle of rock—and he- 
fore the seance was over, 10 braves and 
equaws appeared from the cave mouth, and 
vanished, 


But Olcott was deeply impressed by a 
sedance that was performed inside the Eddy 
house, in what was called the seance room. 
Helena de Blavatsky, the most famous medi- 
um of that time im the world, was a specta- 
tor, having heard of the remarkable Eddys. 
It was she who asked the Eddys to use her 
as a subject. The Eddys graciously nodded 
and went to work, 


Soon, as Madame de Blavatsky herself 
stared, a hand materialized and grasped a 
sword. Madame de Blavatsky positively 
identified the lower bone of the thumb, 
which bore a peculiar deformity, as the 
hand of an old friend, an officer in the 


- Hungarian Army. Both he and an uncle of 


Madame de Blavatsky wrote their names on 
cards, and the lady declared both signatures 
to be genuine. 


Later, the spiritual guide of this circle 
approached the lady and said: “I am about 
to give you a test of the genuineness of 
these manifestations. It should satisfy you 
and a skeptical world, I hand you a medal 
of honor worn by your late father. It waa 
buried with his hody in Russia. The late 
Czar granted this medal to Russian officers 
in the Turkish campaign of 1828.” 


Madame de Blavatsky had seen the medal 
many times. No doubt about it, she declared, 
it was her father’s. Col. Olcott immediately 
wrote an enthusiastic endorsement of the 
Eddys, which read, in part: 


“Was ever a manifestation more wonder- 
ful than this? A token dug by unknown 
means from a father’s grave and laid in his 
daughter’s hand, 5000 miles away across an 
ocean! A jewel from the breast of a warrior 
sleeping his last sleep in Russian ground, 
now sparkling in the candle-light in a 
gloomy apartment of a Vermont farm- 
house!”
